NEW YORK (UP) — Fed- 
eral Judge Sylvester J..Ryan, 
obeying a U.S. Court of Ap- 
peais order, today reinstated 
Civil Rights Congress bail 
bond for 15 high-ranking 
Communists which he nad re- 
voked Wednesday. 

The new order by the district 
judge frees the 15, who were 
among 17 second string Com 
munist leaders arrested June 20 
on an indictment charging con 
spiracy to advocate the violent 
overthrow of the government 

The 15 had spent Wednesday 
and Thursday nights in federal 
houses of detention. They were 
brought to court this morning 
handcuffed, in prison vans 
REVOKED BAIL 

Judge Ryan had revoked $176 
000 bail after finding in an in 
quiry into the affairs of the 
Civil Rights Congress bail fund 
dhat its trustees were “totally 
unreliable” as bondsmen. 

He held three trustees.in con 
tempt for refusing give the 
court the names of persons con 
tributing money to the bail fund
